In this portion of the country the love for the 
highest kind ot music (for it is only the love and

Wyoming not only lets women vote, and re- 
quires them to serve as jurors, but even appoints 
them as magistrates. Crime and public scandal 
have not increased in consequence, and at the 


latest advices all was orderly, and the pursuit of 


happiness as vigorous as elsewhere. 


Governor Alcorn of Mississippi says in his in- 
augural address: ‘‘The most profound anxiety 
with which I enter my office as Governor of this 
State is that of making the colored man the equal, 
before the law, of any other man—the equal, not 
in dead letter, but in living fact.” This is speak- 
ing well—in Mississippi. 

Pennsylvania, where Thad. Stevens ennobled 
his youth by advocating public achools, is on the 
right road in the same direction now. The friends 
of education will be rejoiced to learn that the Board 
of Control compulsory education bill was reported 
favorably upon in the State Senate. It is said it 
will be promptly passed in both houses. 

A friend, to show his cosmopolitanism and liber- 
ality, says he is orthodox in opinion, gets his 
preaching in churches of all denominations, votes 
the Republican ticket always, has been a sub- 
scriber to the Boston Post tor twenty years, and 
takes the Commonwealth as his only religious pa- 
per.—Trunscript. 

This worthy is a Congregational clergyman! 
Subscribing for the two papers named shows that 
he is a cheerful Christian, though it may cast a 
doubt upon his orthodoxy. 

Gen. Geary gets his portrait into the Pennsyl- 
vania State Library, it is charged, by having it 
painted over that of Gen. Pope in the single pic- 
ture there hanginy, ‘‘Grant and his Generals,” so 
that it is Pope’s legs and body, with Geary’s mar- 
tial face!

Gov. Ladislaus Ujhazy, a compatriot of Kos- 
suth in the struggle tor Hungarian independence , 
at one time Governor of the celebrated fortress of 
Comorn, died in San Antonio, Texas, on the 7th. 
He had become quite weak and infirm, being 
nearly eighty years of age. During many years 
past he has been a highly respected citizen of 
San Antonio, and his son, Mr. F. Ujhazy, still 
resides in that city. 

A movement is on foot to combine the leading 
national organizations for wouman’s-suffrage into 
one harmonious and effective body. The socie- 
ties ailuded to are three: the American Equal 
Rights Association, of which Mrs. Lucretia Mott 
is president; the National Woman’s-Sutfrage As- 
sociation, of which Mrs. Elizabeth Cady Stanton 
is president; and the American Woman-Suftrage 
Association, of which Rev. Henry Ward Beecher 
is president. 

The wickedness of the Southern unrecon- 
structed papers is still shown whenever an op- 
portunity occurs. Thus the Baltimore Zeleyram, 
iu its last issue, save :— 

On Wednesday last the first lineal descendent 
of the orang-outang species that ever addressed 
a national forum in civilized Christendom read 
a speech, written by Morton of Indiana, in the 
United States Senate. The debut ot that tow- 
headed nigger was an occasion of interest to the 
radicals and other negroes who swarmed from 
every part of the District to see a mulatto stand- 
ing where statesmen, freemen and gentlemen 
once stood, and to hear hun demonstrate the su- 
periority of his race by reading several pages of 
genuine “‘hand-write.” 

Could malice and meanness, by a Southern 
“gentleman,” go further? 


James W. Mason, the new Minister-Resident 
and Consul-General at Liberia, is a mulatto, and 
a native and resident of Chicot county, Ark., 
where he has been largely engaged in planting. 
After graduating at Oberlin College, Ohio, he 
was taken by inis father to Paris, where he again 
graduated at a Freuch national school. Enlisting 
in the French army, he served throughout the 
Crimean war, and was brevetted Lieutenant- 
Colonei for distinguished services. Abouta year 
ago he was nominated as Judge of the court at 
Cape Town; but owing to unfavorable legislation 
in regard to the continuance of the courts in Af. 


| recently in London to hear a discussion on medi- 
‘cine as a profession for women. Dr. Drysdale 
| opened the subject and argued, firstly, the fitness 
of woman for professional life in general, and sec- 
ondly; her fitness for the medical profession in 
particular. Having disposed of the common ar- 
guments used by opponents, he proceeded, by a 
sketch of modern medical art, to show that the 
practice of medicine was a pursuit in which any 
educated woman might engage; that the poor 
would never be properly attended until women 
entered the profession; and that female patients 
at least ought to have the option of calling in a 
practitioner of either sex. Miss Emily Faithfull 
said that the chief thing to wonder at was, not 
that women wished to practise medicine, but that 
they had ever discontinued a work so essentially 
womanly. Public opinion was advancing very 
surely and steadily with regard to the question, 
and observant persons were convinced that as 
some women were determined to practise medi- 
cine, and others toemploy them, they must choose 
between a system which would render their edu- 
cation either imperfect or complete. The argu- 
ment that the result of the movement would be 
to displace men was the chief lion in the path of 
reform, but there were some lesser lions which, 
though, not so dangerous, were very noisy. It 
was said sometimes that women themselves were 
not anxious to have women doctors; but as a 
matter of fact the students who had been trained 
at the Female Medical College were already em- 
ployed in maternity cases, and found more to do 
than they could accomplish. Women who wished 
to enter the medical profession were bound to ful- 
fill the same conditions as men, and that the pres- 
ent recognized standard ought not to be lowered. 
Miss Garrett recommended all ladies whointended 
to enter the medical profession to give themselves 
up wholly to it—it could not be engaged in asa 
subsidiary work. While there was a public opinion 
in favor of women physicians, there was a tremen- 
dous opposition yet to be encountered. She object- 
ed to special schools for female students, because 
they would disqualify them for consultations and 
other pursuits where they would naturally have 
to act with ordinary practitioners. She thought 
there were no great demands for women-practi- 
tioners merely as midwives. Her advice to stu- 
dents was to make up their minds for much oppo- 
sition and hard work, and in the course of time 
they would triumph. Several others spoke, and 
the discussion was so animated and interesting 
that it was found necessary to adjourn it to the 
first Monday in May. The chairman said he was 
more convinced than ever of the soundness of 
the movement.

MISCELLANY. 
For THE Stcx-room.—The following recipe 
| makes a deliciously-refreshing wash in the sick- 
‘room, and cools the aching head :—Take of rose- 
mary, wormwood, lavender, rue, sage, and mint, 
a large handtul of each. Place in a stone Jar, 
and turn over it one gallon of strong cider-vine- 
gar, cover closely, and keep near the fire for four 
days; then strain, and add one ounce of pounded 
camphor gum. Bottle and keep tightly corked. 
There is a French legend connected with this 
preparation (called vinaigre d quatre voleurs). Vur- 
ing the plague at Marseilles, a band of robbers 
plundered the dying and the dead without injury 
to themselves. ‘hey were imprisoned, tried, and 
condemned to die, but were pardoned on condi- 
tion of disclosing the secret whereby they could 
ransack houses infected with the terrible scourge. 
They gave the above recipe. Another mode of 
using it is to wash the face and hands with it be- 
fore exposing one’s self to any infection. It is 
very aromatic and refreshing in the sick-room : 
so, if it can accomplish nothing more, it is of 
great value to housekeepers.—Heurth and Home.

In the first place, he 
is a walking encyclopeedia, and has at his tongue’s 
end the history of the world in all its phases, and 
is as familiar with all the literature of the past and 
present as a schoolboy is with the alphabet. He 
is a wonderful worker with the pen, and can 
plough through more blank paper in a given time 
than any three ordizary men. What he writes is 
the offspring of a great, active, original mind, and 
his style is always pungent, instructive, and re. 
minds one of the “trenchant blade.” His “Re- 
view of the Year’’ 1869, filling fourteen columns of 
the 7'’raveller, and containing 106,000 ems of lead- 
ed nonpareil type, is a masterpiece of retrospect- 
ive composition.
